ENGLISH ACTORS AND OURS. 


An English theatrical manager's assertion that “the English actor and 
actress are infinitely more capable than the American,” was recently cabled 
to America. So far as the women of our stage, in almost every department of 
the theatrical calling except the ballet, are concerned, the English manager is 
mistaken. Of old most of our noted actors were of English birth and training. 
Forrest, Edwin Booth and his brothers, Joseph Jefferson, Davenport, Owens 
and Lawrence Barrett were among the exceptions. A great many of the 
actors now on our stage were born in England, but probably a large number 
are of American birth. The American young man of education, however, is 
not often attracted by the prospects of a stage career. There is no doubt that, 
viewed as a whole, the American actor is inferior to the English, in dress and 
deportment, in correctness of speech, in the thousand and one little niceties of 
speech which belong to the man of breeding. As for inherent histrionic talent, 
there is no over-supply of that on the English-speaking stage of either conti- 
nent. The contemporary play rarely calls for extraordinary powers of expres- 
sion. The comparativly few American actors who are assuredly born histrions 
can hold their own in comparison with the best of the English stage. 

In England it is not so easy for a man of good family and education to 
find an opening in trade as it is here, and the professions are all overcrowded. 
The theatrical stage, too, is overcrowded with such men. They are quick to 
derive benefit from a little stage experience. With our women, however, the 
case is decidedly different. We have no lack of comely, well-bred young wo- 
men on our stage, the theatrical calling offers them the best opportunity, so 
far as pecuniary rewards are concerned, and any manager can tell you that 
there are generally available three women for any new leading or juvenile role, 
and generally as many new roles for every available leading or juvenile actor. 

Nevertheless, we continue to import the English players of both sxes and 
to receive them kindly. Half a dozen complete companies of English actors 
have arrived since the beginning of this season, and more are coming. Doubt- 
less many American actors and some of our actresses will suffer from this for- 
eign competition, but little will be said about it. The appearance of a com- 
plete American company in Loadon, or even an American star, is not so gener- 
ously treated.—New York Times. 


SUFFRAGE. 


The only excuse for the militant suffragette lies in the fact that the daily 
press will print accounts of her assaults, vandalism, arrests and imprisonments. 


While these accounts disgust many men and women with the suffragette, 
and, to some extent, with the cause of suffrage, it keeps the movement before 
the public almost constantly. 


It is forcing large numbers to think all the while. 

They may not think favorably, but they do think. 

When people consider a thing almost every day for years, they are bound 
to form opinions, 

When they have formed opinions they are sure to express them. 

When they habitually express them they are sure to get an argument 
sooner or later. 

Argument strengthens and confirms their opinions, or it makes them over. 

The women of the stage will not vote any oftener if suffrage comes to 
them than the men of the stage do now, and for the same reason, i. e., they 
will rarely—very rarely—be at home on election day, or sufficiently near home 
to enable them to. 

Put if benefits will accrue to women from suffrage, actresses will share in 
them. There is no excuse, therefore, for their not taking an interest in the 
subject, and a lively interest at that. 

We hope that the women of the amusement world will make up the'r 
minds and take sides, 

We hope that they will help to settle the vexing question. 

The only reason that it has not been settled long since is because the great 
majority of women have not considered it. Be assured that when the majority 


of women want the vote, they will get it. Far from withholding it, the men 
will hand it to them on a silver plate. 

Suffrage is gaining in America, and without the aid of the unseemly, un- 
ladylike, vixenish, cattish militantism of England. 

The American professional women can help matters by getting into the 


game. 


SWEARING ON THE STAGE. 


A prominent American manager recently came out with this blast against 
the use of swear words on the stage: 

“Expletivs of the most vulgar, cheapest, non-contributary kind are 
nightly being uttered on various American stages with such an abundance of 
license that they can not even be reprinted. The fallacy behind this coarse 
and constantly increasing use of saloon dialog is as old as it is interesting, It 
is the old fallacy of mistaking that which is forcible for that which is forceful. 
It is the confusion of externals for internals; noise for strength; vulgarity for 
virility; boorishness for picturesqueness. One wonders if that is not the chief 
stumbling block in the program of the American-made play, not only abroad, 
but in its own land. For the shortest-lived of native products is the new Amer- 
ican drama. Staying power, enduring value, enhancement of internal worth by 
frequent external exhibition, are what the average American play lacks; and 
hence the brevity of its days. It is an axiom among managers that the occa- 
sional playgoer, that remote, perfectly willing, but thoroly discriminating citi- 
zen, who does the theater good by his presence, is never drawn from his li- 
brary or his club by the average American-made play. Again, one wonders if it 
is not because of the over-fondness of so many of the playwrights for the dia- 
lect of the barroom instead of the dialog of real people.” 


THE PARCELS POST. 


Professional people should familiarize themselves with the workings of the 
new Parcels Post System which is to go into operation on January 1 next. 

On and after that date the new system will be effectiv thruout the entire 
postal service. 

No matter where you may be in the United States, Alaska or the insular 
possessions, you may mail a parcel to any other post office located in the 
United States, Alaska, or any of the insular possessions. 

But—the package must weigh eleven pounds or less. 

And—you must be able to make both ends of a tape line or string meas- 
uring six feet in length meet around its greatest circumference. 

If—the parcel is made up of a number of articles it must be securely 
wrapped—as securely as an express package. 

If unwrapped, it must have no sharp edges or points, no gummy or sticky 
surfaces, or no undried paint or varnish on parts that would injure or damage 
other articies in the same mail. 

Tho not nearly so good a system as we had hoped for, it will prove a great 
boon. The express service, for one thing, will be cheaper and better, and the 
parcels post itself will be rapidly extending improvements. 


WHY WE AREN'T DEVELOPING REAL ACTORS. 


In an article in the “American Magazine,” the writer on theatrical topics 
in that periodical says: 

“If you kept an apprentice at making nothing but window frames, would 
you expect him to learn to build a house, to become a real carpenter? Would 
you expect him to develop resourcefulness, to acquire mastry of his trade? Of 
course you wouldn't! Yet that is exactly how we have expected to develop 
actors—and we haven't developed them. A year ago the daughter of a well- 
known New Yorker went on the stage. 
preferring to play in New York all winter with a prominent star. Her part 
consisted of doing a brief dance! Is it likely that she knows any more about 
acting than she did when she started? Not a bit! Her year has been prac- 
tically wasted. In a stock company she might have played fifty-two parts, 
and really acquired some rudiments of her profession. 


She did not join a stock company,.

We timidly approached the Remick mansion, on 46th Street, and, 
upon being informed that Mose Gumble was not too busy to see us, 
entered the second floor sanctum, easel, artist, note-book, interviewer 
and all. 

“Mr. Gumble, I believe?" we inquired cautiously of a nervous, 
bustling individual, who sat at a sanitary desk, a telephone receiver 
tightly clutched in the southwest corner of his left ear via a powerful 
left hand, while his right hand was busily engaged in making notes on 
a scratch-pad, and his head was shaking vigorously as a signal to an 
outer office lieutenant to enter the inner office immediately. The high, 
tremulous voice was divided between a terse dictation to the pretty 
little stenographer, who sat resignedly at the big desk’s point of least 
resistance and the previously mentioned telephone. The highly polished 
opera shoes seemed to be shifting nervously, but we soon noted that 
they were busily engaged in sorting myriads of papers scattered in 
perfect order upon the polished floor.

LEAVES FOR ALABAM—By Irving Berlin. Soe 
many melody writers say Irving writes great 
lyrics but poor melodies and so many lyric 
writers say he writes good melodies but peor 
lyrics that he contents himself with signing his 


songs, “‘By Irving Berlin,’’ modestly implying 
that he is responsible for both the words and 
music. The song we are considering is charac- 


terized by Irving Berlin's ever-present habit of 
writing the kind of songs the other writers are 
trying to write, that have met with popular de- 
mand and, yet, getting away from the current 
ideas entirely. For instance, most of the 
Writeis are trying to write Southern songs and, 
because ope levee song went over, (or a couple 
of them), the whole throng are endeavoring to 
write a new hit with the levee flavor as a 
foundation. But Berlin gets away from this idea 
entirely and that’s why his newest song is pro- 
sressing nicely. The lyric, for the most part, is 
decently rhymed. As in many of his other suc 
ecssful efforts, Berlin injects a couple of lines 
so far out of the ordinary that they seem crude. 
When I See That Rusty-Haired Conductor Man 
comes under this classification, but it is proving 
as attractiv to singers as ‘‘Where the hens are 
dog-gone glad to lay scrambled eggs in the new- 
mown hay’’ proved in the Dixie song. The song 
is built around a rea] idea, a Southerner’s de- 
sire to return to Alabam’ and again meet his 
Honey Lamb. The pathetic story of giving the 
landlord back his key is detailed nicely and the 
whole number rings true, tho ‘‘overfeed my 
face"’

Just why Sozarbo decided 
that he could rescind this agreement at his own 
sweet will is hard to understand, but in any 
event, thinking that he bad the legal right to 
refrain from paying according to coutract, 
he carried the matter into the courts.

MUTUAL LEAVES FILM SUPPLY 


Secret Meeting of Fifteen Exchangemen Handling Program of Universal Manufacturing 
Co., Is Held in Chicago and Preliminary Arrangements for New Organization are 
Effected — Mutual Film Corporation Withdraws From Sales Company — 
General Film Company Western Managers Want More Exchanges 


Chicago, Dec, 16 (Special to The Billboard). 
Fifteen exchangemen now buying the Universal 
Film Manufacturing Company’s program, held a 
secret meeting in Chicago Tuesday, December 
16, and the matter of perfecting an organiza- 
tion was discust. These fifteen exchanges com- 
prise the entire number in which the Universal 


Company doesn't own a part interest. This 
meeting gives rise to several rumors, one of 


which is that these fifteen exchanges have con- 
sidered withdrawing from the Universal. and in 
the future conduct their business as one con- 
cern, purchasing films in the open market. A 
man bigh up in moving picture circles in New 
York when approached on the subject Monday, 
states that this rumor is absolutely authentic, 
but on the other band several persons who were 
present at the meeting claimed that the story is 
without foundation and that their meeting was 
held only for the purpose of talking over the 
advisability of forming an organizatien, This 
informant states that there are many conditions 
existing at present which could be changed and 
that a general amelioration is necessary. It 
is stated on good authority that the Universal 
Film Manufacturing Company bas discouraged 
the formation of the eXchangemen’s corporation 
by promising exclusiv territory to the exchange 
ewners forwing it. While no definite plans for 
the future Lave been wade public, arrangements 
have been made for another mecting to be held 
Junuary 6, possibly in Nw York. é wy 
The tempuoiary organization formed in Chicagye 
elected W. Oldkuow, of Atlanta, Ga., as presi- 
dent. Among those present at the meeting 
were William Oldknow, of Atlanta; F. _F. 
hailey, Butte, Mont.; M, L. Markowitz, San 
Francisco; Joe Hopp, Chicago; C. R, Plough. 
Chicago; F. Jackson, of McMahon & Jackson, 
Cincinnati; B. H, Powell, Oklahoma City; George 
Gumbacher, Seattle; William Gray, of the Comet 
and Film Supply concerns; A. 8. Davis, KE. c. 
Miles and Herbert Blache, president of the Film 
Supply Company of America. Carl Laemmle, 
president of the Universal Manufacturing Com- 
pany, was in Chicago during the meeting and 
declared upon hig return to New York that he 
had received no cancellation from any of the 
Universal exchanges and could not confirm or 
deny the report that a cessation of exchange- 
men was about to occur, altho he was aware of 
the fact that an organization of fifteen Uni- 
versal exchange men was discust in Chicago. 

The new organization has adopted the pame 
Independent Exchange Company. 


MUTUAL LEAVES FILM SUPPLY CO.

—The Mutual Film Corporation today announct 
its withdrawal from the Film Supply Company

The statement from the publicity department 
of the Mutua! Corporation came in a very singu- 
lar manner in connection with the reported sep 
aration of Universal Exchanges from the Uni- 
versal Company. Several exchanges buying films 
in the open and several manufacturers without 


any definit plan of releasing practically make 
up a third faction in the independent ranks of 
film manufacturers and exchangmen. 


The Mutual Company owns practically three 
fourths of the exchanges buying from the Film 
Supply -Company and is its main source of 
revente, It will continue to buy from the man 
ufacturers now in the Film Supply Company. 
but will purchase owly such films as the needs 
of its individual offices demand. 

The action on the part of the Mutual Cor 
poration will not have a serious effect on the 
manufacture of films for the present as pur 
chases will go on practically the same as they 
have been seen, unless the members of the 
Film Supply Company which are not connected 
with the Mutual Company refuse to sell outside 
of the Film Supply Company. The revenue which 
the Film Supply Company obtains from the 
handling of films, however, will be cut off.

‘The principal attack, however, Was 
on the class of films which were being exhibited 
especially on the East Side and in the cheaper 
houses. 

The World claimed the blood-curdling episodes 
which were enacted in the films were the cause 
of small boys attempting similar stunts in 
reality and particularly the cause of a pistol 
fight between two fourteen year-old boys, which 
took place in upper Manhattan on Wednesday, 
December 11, The boys claimed they were imi 
tating actors they had seen in the **movies.’’ 

The World's attack aroused so much indignation 
among New York exhibitors that a meeting of 
the Exhibitors’ League was called last Monday, 
December 9. The league first decided that it 
would visit the offices of the World and ascertain

17. That is to say, it was to have been a meeting—th? delegates did actually 
meet—for a moment. A moment, you. know, is very brief. Itisan ‘gligible 
quantity—a period of time, hardly worth taking account of. 

A moment is about the same amount of time that elapses between the 
meeting of flame and gunpowder and the disappearance of nearby objects. 
After such a meeting, said objects acquire momentum, but let that pass.

It was precipitated by a resolution introduced by the delegate of one musical 
instrument makers’ union and seconded by those of several other instrument 
makers’ unions.

We have gotten a great deal of good out of trade-unionism. We are going 
to get much more. 

Notwithstanding the awful atrociousness and wanton wickedness of the 
revelations made daily at Indianapolis and duly disseminated thruout the 
world, unionism is going to endure. 

The leaders who lead by the grace of a square jaw and a strong arm, are 
going to be supplanted by men of brain power. 

The rough-necks who feel their authority as business agents, and who 
never can exercise it without stirring up strife, resentment and animosity, are 
going to give way to men of tact, discretion and shrewdness—diplomats. 

The hot-headed young fools and the high-handed old ones—they of the 
inflammatory threats and the fiery utterance (and did it ever occur to you what 
a small percentage of these gentry are willing to openly undertake and carry 
out the measures they so boldly advocate?) are going to be squelched or 
kicked out.

Manager F. Reichert, of the Racine Rink. also 
made a visit to Chicago in the interests of the 
new organization, and visited Kewanee, IIL, 
an ther good polo town, in the hopes of iuterest 
ing that city as one of the Illinois towns to 
make up the W.-I. League. 

Mr. Lockerman etated that Manager Mort G. 
Wolf, of the Sans-Souci Rink of Chicago, would 
also be invited into the new league. and wit! 
Milwaukee, Appleton, Kenosha, Racine and Fona 
Du Lac, of the Badger State; Kewanee, Chi- 
cago and one other Illinois town, would make 
up a great eight-team league. 

Since the recent interest taken in the game of 
polo hag commenced to bear fruit, there are 
bnumerous rink managers thruout the United 
States who are trying to organize polo teams and 
form Inter-state polo leagues. If the interest 
so far taken in the revised game of polo is %ol- 
lowed up, this popular and fascinating game on 
roller skates will in time furnish amusement 
for the patrons of two-thirds of the roller 
rinks in this country.

ROLLER POLO EXPLAINED BY OSMUN. 


Roller polo is without doubt the most exciting 
game known to the lovers of sports. The rea- 
son for its popularity is the possibility of en 
joying the game without thoroly understanding 
its technical points. In this it is different from 
baseball and other athletic games. The atten 
tion of the spectator is riveted on the rapidly 
varying scenes of the arena from the instant of 
of the sound of the referee’s whistle to the 
tap of the gong. ‘The game is played with five 
men on each side. Each man has fastened 
to his waist a strap 10 inches long to which is 
attached a stick, curved at the end, much like 
those used in the game of hockey. A bright 
red ball is placed in the center of the playing 
surface and at the blast of the referee's whistle 
the battle is on. One man from each team 
rushes for the ball, while the second rushers, 
the centers and half backs, follow, taking their 
positions. The fifth man is left to guard the 
goal and he, with the aid of the half back, is 
supposed to keep the opposing team from put- 
ting the ball in the goal. 

The two rushers and the center pass and 
juggle the ball, always endeavoring to find op- 
portunity to pass the half back and goal tender 
for a score. The rushers are the two men on 
the team who play the offensiv, while the center 
falls into either offensiv or defensiv play as 
the needs of the case may demand. The half 
back and goal positions are entirely defensiv, 
and while it sometimes happens that the half 
back will make a score, it is the exception and 
not the rule of the game. as his principle duty 
is to prevent goals from being made by the op- 
posing team, effectually blocking men and break- 
ing up team work. 

Three periods of 15 minutes each. with five 
minutes intermission, constitutes a game, except 
in case of a score being tied, when another 


period is begun and played until a score is 
made, The game is then awarded to the side 
making the first score. In regular 45-minute 


games the team leading at 
the time limit is winner. Often the three 
periods are played, but with one score made 
and the audience witnessing such a contest is 
wrought up to a pitch of wildest frenzy. A 
championship series always arouses more enthu 
siasm than an ordinary contest, but under any 
circumstances roller polo is a game to arouse 
the sluggish blood, make the business man for 
get his troubles and afford much food for heated 
arguments the following day. Mr. Osmun is 
Michigan's governor for the Western Skating 
Association, and the manager of the newly or- 
ganized polo team of the Palace Rink at Detroit.

to $100, and a few occasionally bring as much 
as $150. The tiger, however, is a high-priced 
animal. Five hundred dollars !s the lowest 


figure at which it sells, with $400 for a tigress. 
A specialty of value is the European lynx, A 
young one cannot be had for less than $100, 
and the full-grown animal is worth from $125 
to $175. Wolves are a weak market Ten 
dollars is about the average per head, with 
$5 the minimum and $25 the maximum. Catch 
a fox quite young and the cub may realize about 
$7.50. For full-grown its value is $10. Polar 
bears always maintain their price. Very rarely 
does a specimen change hands at less than $150. 
but other kinds of bears come cheaper. A 
sealion costs $100. the beaver is good for $100 
a price due to the animal’s destruction for 
bounty and on account of the value of its 
pelt, Hippopotamidae have no aqnotation in 
seme markets when in supply. This prehis- 
toric-looking beast is worth from $3.000 to 
$3,500. Elephants are much more widely dealt 
in. A young one may be purchast for from 
$1,000 to $1,250. The most considered of wila 
animals is the giraffe. Previous to 1898 it was 
impossible to buy one for less than $5,000. In 
1903 and 1904 the price had shrunk to $1,250, 
which did not repay the cost of importation. 
The actual market value of a young giraffe 
in good condition may now be quoted at any- 
where from $2.500 to $3.000. As to the monkey 
market, the chimpanzee varies a good deal in 


price, a young one in good condition fetching 
from $250 to $350. Other big apes are more 
expensiv altho at times there goes a beeg'nz 


a good chance. as in the Suez market, where 
a young orang-ontang, almost full grown, Was 
offered for $40. recently, a real barzain. fPear- 
bary apes of the kind which still inhabit Gi 
bralta Rock, sell at from $15 to $40. Bombay 
and Southwest China monkeys are not held of 
much account. Five dollars will buy one. Ra- 
boons cost more, generally from $10 to $100, 
according to the specimens.

them are doing as good, if not better, than some 
of the clergy and teachers. Clean amusement 
is a necessity for our better being. If a mam 
or woman works all the time without enjoying 
themselves, they soon get worn out, a nervous 
wreck, and go away to some rest cure. Many 
a man has been thinking of committing suicide 
and then went to a theater, came out laughing 
and all made over, you might say. 

A manager who has a ciean, amusing, ele- 
brag show to offer, should be proud of hig 
work. 

Well, you see the farmers are all huskin 
corn and can’t spare the time to go to @ 
*‘shaow.’’ 

Well, you see, your billy were only up two 
weeks and lots of ’em didn’t knaow you were 
comin.’ Too bad that Jim Chiplets baby had 
the whooping cough or you would have had a 
packt house, but they was aM feared it was 
ketchin. 

The medicine showman to his trusty comedian, 
on the quiet, ‘“‘Say, go down to the butcher 
shop and get some sheep casings, I have got to 
have some tape worms to exhibit tonight and 
our trunk didn’t get in with our baggage.’ 

The average man or woman, “‘How was the 
grand opera last night?’’ The answer, ‘‘I don’t 
know what it was about, it was fine tho, I'll 
tell you.”’ 

Say, go over to that department store man- 
ager and give him 200 tickets for his help, good 
only tonight, it’s going to be a poor attendance 
and we want a crowd to make a flash to the 
people who buy tickets. and then the people will 
work better on the stage.

Many years ago Jim Vellioqgute, who had just 
left a Wild West show where he had been doing 
trick rifle shooting in the big top under the name 
of Buskskin Jim, aud also doing light and heavy 
weight balancing in the concert as Sardou, the 
strong man, and ballad singing as a female, 
Miss Wanetta, the cowgirl in the concert, ap- 
pearing on the ballyho of side show as Hi Ki the 
wild man, and doing the kootchdance as Mme. Fa. 
tim as a blow-off to the side show, joined a mans 
who is not sitting over two feet from the type 
writer this is written on, after circus season, 
and made a couple of Wisconsin fairs. Jim has 
long hair his own, and we went to Viola, Wis., 
to open a kootch show. Jim was going to de 
the bally dance in the pft. Well, the secretary 
of the fair says ‘‘No, I could never let an im- 
moral attraction like that on my grounds. Of 
course we had to do something, so I told the 
secretary there was a wild man called Hi Ki ig 
another town that we had had with the circus 
and that I would get him that night. We went 
down town that night with Jim’s hair under his 
hat and Jim told the secretary that he was go 
ing to Chicago. We got a large packing box 
at a dry goods store, carried it down to the 
edge of the town and Jim got into it and £ 
nailed the cover on and foned the drayman that 
I had a wild man that I wanted hauled out te 
the fair grounds. @f course, he brought along 
a lot of men and I explained that we had 
started out from another town, but the driver 
had dumped us off there as ‘is horses were 
frightened at the hideous noise my wild map 
made. Just then Jim let out a wild sbriek, but 
the dray man was game and with 100 town 
guards as protection we hauled the box to the 
fair grounds with Jim screeching every once im 
a while to advertise. We already had our tent 
up. I went to a farmer and bought an old@ 
sheep skin and borrowed a log chain to hold him. 
I said, ‘‘We got got up early ard bought some 
red ochre at a drug store and painted him alt 
over with it, fastened two long fangs on hie 
front teeth, let his long hair down over his 
eyes and be did look the part. 


At nine o’clock we opened by me carrying 
around a live chicken on top of a tent pole and 
telling the natives that Hi Ki was going to have 
for his breakfast a live chicken eaten alive. He 
drank nothing but blood and ate nothing but raw 
meat. Business wes good and I carried the 
chicken around several times, always saying I 
was going to give him his breakfast, but 1 
heard the remark several times, ‘“‘That is the 
Same darn pullet he has been carrying arouné 
here all morning,’’ so I painted it red with the 
red okre and then we had another chicken. The 
second day we used an old soup bone, about two 
feet long with about five pounds of meat on it 
and in the afternoon I cut the bcae in two to 
give it another appearance. 

When I would feed him I would throw the 
chicken in the pit and Jim would scream with 
delight and gnash his teeth, and would throw 
the chicken in a hole in the ground and set on 
it, and take an old chicken head and some en- 
trels that we got from a chicken sandwich 
stand and handle them as I let the villagers in 
to the big show. They would say ‘‘the next time 
I am going right in so as to see him eat, as he 
has already eaten all the chicken, but what he 
has in his hands.’”’ And this way they would 
fall three or four times to see Hi Ki. Along in 
the afternoon I asked an old man if he had seen 
him, Hi Ki. He said, ‘‘Yes, twice, but hanged if 
I don’t go in again, he looks darn ferocious and 
it’s the best show on the grounds.”’ 


The last day I left a hick ticket seller to 
watch the door while I made my usual parade 
with the meat to feed Hi Ki. 1 heard Jim 
screeching louder than usual and ran back and 
found that some old drunk had taken a pin 
and drove it In the end of a cane and was jabbing 
Jim in the back with It to hear him yell. I 
drove him out and started out to make another 
parade, when I heard Hi Ki yelling again and 
pushed back and found that some girls were 
throwing hot candy onto his hair. Well, Jim 
told me as soon as I got the gazers out of the 
tent, that he didn’t mind being stuck with pins 
as he nsed to be the human pin cushion In a 
side show, but he didn’t like the warm candy 
im his hair. About this time along comes the 
atate license man wanting $20 state license for 
the tent show, and as it was the last fair, we 
told him to take the tent, he did so and as the 
tent only cost six dollars from a broke showmar

One 
of his colleagues is thoughtiess enuf to tell 
him it is an open secret that Borellya is paying 
too much attention to bis (Huller’s) wife. Hul- 
ler tells his colleague he does not believe him, 
But his peace of mind had gone. No more the 
quiet, dignified Huller, but a man whose mind 
is tortured by conflicting emotions of doubt. 
All his dreams that one day he would spend 
the rest of his life in happiness with his wife 
and son, bad vanisht. Had his wife been un- 
faithful to him? Iie leayes the cafe with 
Klereck, and, as he passes the hotel in which 
Borellya is staying, he sees his wife coming out 
with the rope dancer. He doubts ne longer. In 
the evening be arrives later than usual at his 
dressing room. His wife is already there, but 
he does not speak to her, he can not; but he 
fulfilis his duties as usual. After the perform- 
ance he lets his wife and son go home alone. He 
goes to the hotel where Borellya is staying. 
After be has bribed the commissionaire, he gains 
admittance to Borellya’s rooms, who is out. As 
the unsuspecting Borellya enters his room and 
switches on the light, he is confronted with 
Huller. Huller’s profession forbids him to be a 
coward. ‘To suddenly attack Borellya and per- 
haps kill him, seems to him barbarous. Huller 
produces two knives, one of which he offers to 
Borellya. But Borellya is a coward at heart 
and begs forgiveness. He may as well have 
askt the sea to cease rolling. He tries to shout 


for help, but is prevented from doing so. Huller 
kills Borellya. He gives himself up to the 
police. Hie is charged with murder, and the 


solicitor for his defence states that his client 
(the prisoner) bad acted whilst of unsound mind, 
which Huller repudiates. He demands justice 
and not pardon, and he declares to the court 
that he would act in a like manner if again con 
fronted with the same circumstances. The jury 
acquitted him of murder, and he is sentenced to 
one year’s imprisonment. The murder and trial 
create a sensation thruout the country, Huller 
being well known and well liked. During the 
trial, Huller made an impression on the jury. 
The foreman offers to take and look after his 
son and teach him bis own business Huller is 
delighted, because he does not wish his boy 
to return to his mother. The foreman of the 
jury comes with the boy to visit the father in 
prison. Huller makes his son Stephen swear 
an oath never to take a wife, and to keep this 
oath sacredly to the end of his life. Will young 
Stephen keep his oath? Will he prove stronz 
enuf in bis promise to his father to resist the 
temptations which are sure to cross his path 
in the course of years to come?’ Will the 
wronged Frederick Fuller, when he leaves the 
prison, make it his duty to watch over his son, 
to protect him from a similar fate?

concessions he will face some imposing con 
cession structure. The amusement center, the 
midway of Chicago days, will, in size, be four 
times as large as Riverview Park, Chicago, 
Dreamland and Luna parks, New York, com 
bined. 

PARADE FOR TEN THOUSAND TROOPS 


To the West of the concessions will be a great 
parade ground, capable of accommodating ten 
thousand troops in drill, at one time. Many of 
the foreign nations will send their crack cavalry 
and infantry to participate in the maneuvers. 
The militia of Eastern states will attend in a 
body. Encircling the driil grounds will be a 
race track, where harness and speed races will 
be held. Still further to the West, marking 
practically the extreme Western limit of the 
exposition grounds, will be the stock pavilion 
and the buildings devoted to live stock and 
poultry. 

When completed the exposition will be a city 
in itself and it will afford a wonderful demon- 
stration in modern city planning. The expe- 
sition company will operate its own gas works, 
steam heating plant, fire and hospital depart 
ments. All the exhibit palaces will be ready 
for occupancy ten months before the opening of 
the exposition. This will permit not only the 
installation of exhibits so that all will be in 
place upon the opening day, but the adornment 
of the buildings with clinging vines and the em 
bellishment of the courts, 

The site of the exposition, at Harbor View, 
Mes within the city limits and Is close to the 
Most populous section of San Francisco One 
will easily reach the exposition in twenty 
minutes from the Ferry Building. On the South 
and Southeast the site ts embraced by the hills 
of the city, thickly cevered with dwellings and 
with the streets describing little canyons § in 
ailhouette upon the summit of the bills. On tae 
West and Southwest it ix embraced by the 
Presido Military Reservation, dark with the 
cypress and encalyptus and interspersed with 
green vistas. The panorama from Harbor View, 
in so far as the combination, suggests the Bay 
of Naples. : 

The Court of Honor will be entirely surrounded 
by a collonade comprised of massiv arches. 
Groups of statuary, symbolizing the rising and 
the setting sun, will «surmount the colonade. 

The dominating theme of the exposition. 
from an architectural viewpoint, will be a huge 
tower of the Administration Rui'ding, 425-feet 
high and flankt on either side by the gilded 
domes, towers and minarets of the remaining 
buildings of the group 

The largest building in the exposition will be 
the Palaces of Agricu'ture. covering in two sec 
tions. a floor area of 680,000 square feet 

Hundreds of thousands of trees, 
vines are ready to be removed at the proner 
time and set ont in accord with the plan that 
will harmon'ze with the architectural and color 
scheme of the buildings. 

One of the most striking of the exposition 
Palaces will be the Hortlen'tural Ruilding. 
whose domes and minarets will rise up 100 to 
125 feet. The building will be constructed of 
glass.
